REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Dalton: 


I hereby submit my seventh annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


High School. The high school has continued to develop 
by the addition of a senior year to the program already fol- 
lowed. Next June our first class will graduate. This event 
will be a memorable occasion. 


The Program of Studies should be changed so that some 
Manual Training would be offered for the boys and the World 
Geography, Junior Business Training and Sociology for both 
boys and girls. These subjects are accepted for credit at the 
Normal Schools and the State University and contribute to 
the equipment of the students for better citizenship and for 
earning a livelihood. 


The administration of the High School continues in the 
hands of Headmaster Mary Taylor, much to the satisfaction 
of all. 


Grade Schools. ‘The work in the grades has been satis- 
factory as shown by the standardized tests and from personal 
observation in the class room. With a very large enrollment 
in Number One School, somewhat poorer work would natural- 
ly be expected. However, Mrs. Simonds by extremely hard 
work has kept the work of her pupils up to the level reached 
in the other schools in town. This is a noteworthy achieve- 
ment that deserves our sincere appreciation. 
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The teachers are all well qualified for their work and 
discipline, as well as instruction, is now excellent. Parents, 
pupils and teachers are responsible for this happy condition. 
The sympathetic cooperation of all parties is necessary for 
such results. 


As soon as business conditions warrant, the scattered one 
room schools should be abandoned and the pupils brought to- 
gether in a consolidated well graded school which would offer 
our children superior educational advantages. 


Finances. The schools of Dalton are costing less to 
operate for each pupil than any rural town in Northern New 
Hampshire. ‘The possibilities of further economies are lim- 
ited by the legal compulsion to pay tuition charges, per capita 
tax, Nurse or Physician, and the fact that our repair, fuel, 
and salary accounts are already as low as is practical. The 
serious hard times now prevailing create real hardships and 
call for all possible economy. The School Board is fully 
aware of this situation and have administered their affairs 
with careful economy which deserves the grateful appreciation 
of all.of us. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation of the loyal 
support of pupils, parents, teachers, and School Board in all 
my efforts.
